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i, There are about 2,500 men stationed in itostock, of whom 2,000 are 
sailors, the rest being police and euards watching over prisoners 
who carry out all tasks in the harbor. The prisoncrs are suid to 
umber about 900, comprising “ermans, Latvians and .istonians; they 
are housed in huts surrounded with barbed wire and guarded by 
sentries. Any attempt to escape is punishable by death,
